county tax matters. There's 
a 


millage figure on the ballot for 
schools; another for roads — and 
when you voted on the eourthou.se 
and hospital construction projects 
you at the same time approved a 
specific millage rate for each ot 
these. 


That's democracy in action :— a 


'proposed tax, which the pcopio 


either accept or reject. 


But the value of the property 


which the tax is levied against is- 
a question of fact, nol a mailer 
for campaign oratory and voters' 
opinions. You do not vote on-ques- 
tions of fact. You hire 'competent 
appraisers and clerks and deter- 
mine what the facts are — and 
only then, when all property has 
been located and its value fairly 
| determined, are the people in a 
position to make their balloting 
effective on the millage question. 


Actually, it is the present sys- 


tem of elective tax assessors which 
makes for "taxation without rep' 
resentatiun" — because the record

is clear and indisputable that tin' 
present underpaid and underman- 
ned office can't possibly run down 
and- assess today's ' devious 
and

Five Bales of 
Cotton From 
Three Acres 
Five bales of cotton from three 


measured acres was the 1952 cot- 
ton achievement of John W. Sey- 
mour of Fulton.1 


A good crop of hairy vetch cov- 


ers the sandy creek bottom three 
acres each winter. The vetch is 
turned each spring yyhen the grow- 
th averages about 10 
inches in 


height. 


About three weeks prior to plant 


ing the cotton on May 10, Mr. Sey- 
mour bedded out on 400 pounds 
per acre of 5-10-5 fertilizer. This 
amount of fertilizer was used be- 
cause a soil test showed this rcc 
ommendation. Mr. Seymour shal- 
low cultivated the beds with a 
field cultivator ahead of planting 
to clean thc field of Unwanted veg- 
etation. It was thought necessary 
to cultivate the cotton four time's 
during the growing season. ' 


A strict policy in scouting a cot 


ton field for known insect infest/i- 
tion as recommended by the Ex- 
tension Service is followed by Mr. 
Seymour. This season poison was 
applied nine times during the fruif 
ing pgriod. 


Hairy vetch is growing on thc 


cotton field at the present time to 
protect the plant food elements and 
the soil from leaching and erod- 
ing. This green manure crop plus 
plant food 
applications 
to meet 


crop plant food needs should con- 
tinue to serve as an aid in keeping 
Mr. Seymour in the production per 
acre leadership role says County 
Agent Oliver L. Adams.

indicates, is a lax imposed on re- 
moval of minc-riils, timber or other 
milural resources.
